The constitution of Califor-
nia provides that the lieutenant

(“tied”), he may cast his vete
and decide the issue.

« UNTIL 1915, the duties of
4he lieutenant governor were
to preside over the Senate and,
aunder certain conditions, to
sact in place of the governor. |
. Since 1915 however, many |

additional duties have been im-
sposed upon him as a member
«0f various boards and commis-
:sions. He is ex-officio one of
‘the regents of the University of
‘California; chairman of the Re-
.apportionment Commission;
‘member of the Toll Bridge
‘Authority; the State Lands
~Commission; the State Disaster
. iCouncil, and the Reciprocity
2Commission.

THE CALIFORNIA Constitu-
“tion provides that in case of
uyacancy in the office of gov-
.ernor, the lieutenant governor
! becomes governor and the pres-
‘ident pro tempore of the Sen-
iate (who is elected by the |
{Senate) becomes® lieutenant
governor; but if there be no
president pro tempore of the
.Senate for any reason, the
:speaker of the Assembly auto-
-matically succeeds to the office
‘of lieutenant governor, There
‘are other provisions in the con-
i stitution of California provid-
ting for the line bf succession,
rbut here we are only discussing
the office of lieutenant gov-
ernor.

In case of impeachment of
the governor, his absence from
the state, or his other tem-

ary disability to discharge

he powers end duties of office,

then the powers and duties of
the office of governor are as-
sumed by the lleutenant gov-
ernor, but only until the ab-
sence from the state or dis-
ability ceases, at which time the
governor resumes his duties
and the lieutenant governor re-
turns to his.dufles..
